fufficiear ro inform Poſterity of all Paſſages memorable or worth 
to be known : And if ſo much may be ſaid of what be did, 1 preſume, no- 
thing that hath been fmce added to it, and publiſhed, has impaired the Credit and 
Worth thereof. | 

The many Impreſſions that hath been made and ſold of the Book both before 
and after the Addition, are a ſufficient Teſtimony of the kind acceptance 'it has 
had in the World. - How neceſſary this preſent Continuation is (which alone 
might have made a Competent Hiſtory) will be$t appear by the peruſal thereof ; 
and in that part which deſcribes the Tranſafions of the Duke of Albemarle,

Moajeſties Perſon and Government, ſupported by Thirty Thouſand Experienced 
and Viftorious Souldiers m England , of the ſame AfﬀeStions (befides what 
ere at their Devotion in Ireland, and Dunkirk) and a Militia of Trained 
Bands in all Counties, to a greater number than thoſe in Pay, all of Choſen Men 
of the. like Principles ; and this at a time, when by the Defeat of Sir George 
Booth, His Majeſty's greateſt Hopes were fruſtrated, and me#t of the Na- 
bility and Gentry which were engaged with him, were diſarmed”, and their F-

G BERT theEighteenth King of the Welt 
Saxons, is 'now become-the firſt of the 
Kings of England, in whoſe time the Danes be- 
gan firſt to infeſt the Land ; as thinking they 
might do as much againſt the Saxons, as the 
Saxons had done againft the Britains; but'though 
they madedivers Invaſions, and did great ſpoil, 
yet they were ſtill repelled. This King Reigned 
ſix and thirty years, and dying in the year 836. 
was buried at Winchefter. Of his Iflue, his 
Daughter Edith was made Governeſs of a Mo- 
naſtery . of Ladies, by her planted in a place 
which the. King her Brother had given her, 
called Polleſworth, ſituate in Arden, in the North 
part of the Country of Warwick, where ſhe died 
and was buried , and the Place in memory of 
her.called St. Ediths of Polleſworth. 
SY To Egbert ſucceeded his Son Erhehwolph, who 
in his youth was'ſo addicted to a Regions life, 
that he was firſt made Deacon, and after Biſhop 
of Wircheſter ; but his Father dying , he was 
intreated by his People to take upon him the 
Crown , | and by Pope Gregery the fourth was 
to that end abſolved of his Vow, His Reign 
was infeſted with many and great invaſions of 
the Danes, to whom notwithſtanding he gave 
incredible overthrows. In the time of his 
Reign, remembring his former Religious Pro- 
feflion, he ordained , That Riches and Lands 
due to the Holy Church, ſhould be free from 
all Tribute or Regal Services, and in devo- 
tion went himſelt to Rome, where he lived a year: 
Confirmed thegrant of Peter-pence, and agreed 


| beſides to pay yearly to Rome three hundred 


marks. Returning home through France,and be- 


ing a Widower, he there married Faudith, the 


beautiful daughter of Charles the Bald, then Em- 
r ; in honour of whom in his own Court, 
he ever placed herin a Chair of Eſtate, with all 
other Majeſtical complements of a Queen, con- 
trary to the Law of the Weſt Saxons formerly 
wor 2 which ſo'much difpleaſed his Lords, that 
for it they were ready todepoſe him : But how- 
ſoever he lived not long after,having reigned one 
and twenty years. His youngeſt Son Neote was 
much addicted to T.earning, 'and was one of the 
Divinity Readers in the Univerſity of Oxford, 
and founded a Monaſtery in'Cormwal, which of 
him was called Neoteftock ; and being dead his 
body was interredin the County of Huntington, 
at a place then called Arnulphsbury , and atrer- 
ward, inregard of his interment, St. Neotes, and 
now St. Nedes. 'This King was famous for ha- 
ving four Sons, all of them were Kings of this 
Land ſucceflively. | 


Firſt after him Reigned his eldeſt Son Erhe!- 
bald, in the year 857, who to his eternal ſhame,

took to Wife Fudith his Father's Widow, reign- 
ed about two years, and dying, was buried at 
Shirborn in.

ventured in the habit of a- common Minſtrel 
to/enter the Dares Camp ; where having view- 
ed the manner of their encamping , and ob- 
ſerved'their ſecurity, he returned back , ſhew- 
ing his Lords in what condition he found 
them. Whereupon ſetting upon them at un- 
awares , he not only made of them a. great 
ſlaughter , but brought upon them a greater 
terror ; for preſently upon this the Danes 
ſue for peace, and deliver Hoſtages for per- 
formance of theſe conditions : That their King 
ſhould receive Baptiſm, and their great Ar- 
my depart quietly out of the Land. But 
though upon this agreement they departed for 
the preſent into France , yet the year follow- 
ing they returned with greater Forces , forra- 
ging all parts of the Country in moſt cruel 
manner, though. ſtill' encountred | by this.

Edward the Confeſlor tranſlated to the City 
Exeter. He left behind him two Sons, Elfred, 
and Bertferd, and was buried in the old Minſter, 
without the City of Finchefter, whoſe bones with 
other Kings.are to this day preſerved in a gilt 
Coffer, fixed upon the Wall, in the South-1ide 
of the Quire. 

Afﬀeer Edred, not any of his Sons, but his Ne- 
phew Edwyr, the Eldeſt Son of King Edmund, 
ſucceeded, and was anointed and Crowned at 
King/tone upon Thames, by Orho Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, in the year 955. This Prince, though 
ſcarce fourteen years old, and in age but a child, 
yet was able to commit fin as a man; for upon 
the very day of his Coronation, and in ſight of 
his Lords, as they fate in Council, he ſhamefull 
abuſed a Lady of great Eſtate, and his near Kinf - 
woman ; and to mend the matter, ſhortly after 
flew her Husband, the more freely to enjoy his 
inceſtuous pleaſure. And whether for this infa- 
mousfa&, or for thruſting the Monks out of the 
Monaſteries of Malmesbury,. and Glaſftenbury, 
and placing Married Prieſts in their room, as 
alſo for baniſhing 'Dwnffen the holy Abbot of 
Glaſftenbury out of the Realm, a great part of his 
Subjects hearts was ſo turned againſt him, that 
the Mercians and Nerthumbrians revolted , and 
ſwore Fealty to, his ow er Brother Edgar ; 
with grief whereof, after four years Reign, he 
ended his life, and was buiried in the Church of 
the new Abby of Hide, at Wincheſter. 

Aﬀer Edwyn , ſucceeded his . younger Bro- 
ther Edgar, at the age of ſixteen. years ; bur his 
Coronation,'when and where, and by whom, is 
ſo uncertain, that ſome ſay he was Crowned at 
Kingſtone upon Thames, by Otho Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury , in the year of 'his Reign ; 
others ſay not till Fo ewelfth, and Wikam of 
Malmes not the thirtieth. Another 
Chronicle faith, in his Eleventh. year; and that 
in the City of Bathe, by the hands of Dunſtan 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury. This; King by reaſon 
of the tranquilicy of his Reign, was furnamed 
the Peaceable ; for as he was ſomething inclined 
to the Danes, fo the Danes never offered to ſtir

o'the tribute ceaſed. He had in his Navy-Roy- 
al three thouſand and ſix hundred Ships, which 
he divided into three parts, appointing every 
one of them to a ſeveral Quarter, t ſcour the 
Seas, and to ſecure the Coaſts from Pirates : 
and leſt his Officers might be careleſs, or cor- 
rupted, he would himfelf in perſon fail abour all 
the: Coaſts of his Kingdom every Summer. It 
was a notable A of Juſtice, that in all his Cir- 
cuits and es through the Country , he 
would take ſpecial account of the demeanor of 


his Lords ; and ſpecially of his Judges ; whom 
he ſeverely runiſhed ;-4f he found thetn De- 
linquents: Wars he had none in alt his Reign, 
only towards his end the Welchmen moved fome 
Rebellion ; againſt whom he went with a mighty 
Army, and chaſtifed the Authors : But when 
his Soldiers had gotten great ſpoils, and made 
prey upon the innocent Country people , he 
commanded them to reſtore it all back again ; 
which, if it made ſome few Engliſh angry , it 
made the whole Country of the Felcb well 
pleaſed, and found forth his praiſes. His pious 
Acts were, that he built and preparcd ſeven and 
forty Monaſteries , and meant to have made 
them up fifry , but was prevented by Death. 
But now his mixture of Vice marred all ; eſpe- 
cially being a Vice oppoſite to all choſe Vir- 
tues, which was Laſciviouſnels. For firſt, he 
deflowred a Sacred Nun , called Wolfchilde ; 
on whom yer he begot a Saint, the chaſt 


Edyth. After her another Virgin,called Erhelfleds; ©: 


for her excellent beauty ſurnamed the White, on 
whom he begot his Eldeſt Son Edward. ; for 
which fa& he did ſeven years penance enjoin= 
ed him by the Archbiſhop Dwn/tav. After this 
he chanced to hear of a Virgin , Daughter to 
a Weſtern Duke, exceedingly praiſed for her 
beauty ; and coming to Andover, commanded 
her to his Bed. But the Mother, tender of her 
Daughters honour , brought in the dark her 
Maid to him ; whon the morning making haft 
to riſe, and the King not ſuffering her to de- 
part, ſhe told him what great work ſhe had to 
do,, and how ſhe ſhould incur her Ladies dif 
pleaſure if it were not done ; by which words 
the, King iving the deceit, turned it to a 
jeſt : Bur ſo well hked her company, that he 
kept himſelf true to her ever after, ill he Mar- 
ried. - But now his Marriage it ſelf happened 
by a greater vice than any of theſe ; for hear- 
ing of the admirable beauty of E/f-ida, the on- 
ly Daughter of Ordangus, Duke of Deworſhire, 
Founder of Taweffock Abby in that Co q 
he ſent his great Favorite Earl' Erbehwold, 
( who could well-jadge of beauty ) to try the 
truth thereof 5; with Commiſſion, that if he 
found her ſuch as fame reported, he ſhould 
ſeize her for him, and he would make her his 
Queen. The Foung Earl _ ſight of the 
Lady, was fo furprized with her love, that he 
began to woo for himſelf, and got her Fathers 
good will, ſo as the King Rand , give his con- 
ent.

opportunity of doing'lomething, in che fecond 
year of this King; they began to ſtir, andinvi- 
ring from home , Forces who in ſeven Ships 
arrived upon the Coalt of Kent , they ſpoiled 
all the Country , molly the Iſle of Thaver, 
and continued thiscourſe of fo che King- 
dom, ſometimes in one part, and ſometimes 1n 
another, for eleven years together: Till at laſt, 
in the year 991. The King by advice of his 
Lordsz of whom Siricivs the now op 
. of Canterbury, was Chief, was contented to pay 
them ten d pounds, upon condition they 
ſhould quietly depart the Realm. This ſerved 
the turn for the preſent , but was ſoifar from 
ſatisfying them, that it did but give them the 
greater appetite ; for the year following they 
came again, and that with a-greater figet than 
before, againſt whom the King prepared a com- 
petent Navy, and commited it-to Elfrick, Earl 
of Mercia ; but he proving treacherous ( as in- 
deed all other for the moſt part did whom the 
King imployed againlt the Danes, as with whom 
they were allianced in blood ) the Dares fo pre- 
vailed , thatfor the next compoſition- they had 
ſixteen thouſand pounds given them, anda year 
after ' twenty thouſand ; and fo every year 
more and more, till jt came at laſt to forty 
chouſand : By which means , the Land was 
empticd of all coin , and the Eng/ah were 
brought {o low, that they were fain to Till, and 
Ear the Ground, whilſt the Danes ſate idle, and 
eat the fruit of their labours , abuſing che 
Wives and Daughters of their Hoſts ,' where 
they lay, and yet in every place for very fear, 
were called Lorg Danes; ( which afterward be- 
came a word of derifion when one would figni- 
fy a lazy Lubbard ).

her. Brother Duke of Normandy, himfelf -alfo 
the Winter following paſſed thither, leaving 
the Danes Lording it in his Realm. Sweyze now 
as-at abſolute King extorted from the Engiiſh 
both Viduals and Pay for his Soldiers ;- and 
demanding fuch a Compoſition for preſerving 
of Sts Edmunds Monaſtery 'in Suffolk, as the In- 
habicants were not able, and therefore refufed 
to pay : He thereupon threatned ſpoil, both: 
tothe Place, and to the Martyrs bones that were ; 
there interred; when ſuddenly in the midſt of 
his jollity ( ſaith Hoveden ) he cried out, that he 
was ſtruck by Saint Edmund with a Sword, be- 
ing then in the midſt of his Lords, and no man 
ſeeing from whoſe hand it came ; and fo with 
great horror and torment , three days after, 
upon the third of February, he ended his life at 
Thetford, or (as others ſay) at Gaimsborough. 
And now who would not think but this was a 
fair opportunity offered to the Engiyh, to free 
themſelves wholly from the Danyb yoke ? but 
when all was done, either croſſed by treachery,

Tr js true, upon this occaſion of Sweyne's death, 
King Ethelred returned out of Normandy ; but 


at his 'coming Canutzs the Son of Sweywe , had 
gotten the people of Lindſey to be at his de- 
votion, and to find him both Horſe and Men, 


againſt their ownKing ; ſo as Ethelred wasnow to

though their Armies were not much unequal in 
number , ( for they were each of them near 
about Threeſcore thouſand men ) yet there was 
great odds in the expertneſs of their Soldiers, 
and more in. the advantage of their weapons ; 
for the Duke had with him all the Flower of 
France and Flanders, whereas King Harold had 
loft his beſt men in his late. Battel : And for 
advantage of Weapons, the Normans had long 
Bows and Arrows, which among the Eng/ſh at 
that time were-not at all in'ufe. What marvail 
chat'the Normans got the Victory, though King 
Harold loſing his life , yet loſt-no reputation ; 
and though the Emgliſh Soldiers ſhewed no leſs 
valour in being conquered , than the Normans 
did in conquering? One circumſtance may not 
be omitted, That King Harold as an expert Ge- 
neral, had ordered his men in fo firm a Body, 
that no force: of the Normans could diſorder 
| their Ranks, till Duke#;/iam uſed a Stratagem, 
” Duke 194/- commanding his men to retire, and to counter- 
” Saw uſcrb feir flight; by. which he drew the Eg/iſh on up- 
 aStrata” ona hollow ground covered with : where-

down dead : upon whoſe falling, a baſe Nor- 
man - Soldier cut off one of his 'Thighs , 
while he was yet breathing : which Duke #7- 
liam hearing, was ſo much offended , that he 
* cauſed the Soldier ro be diſarmed , and with 
ſhame caſhiered. The body of, King Harold 
his Mother 7hra offered a great ſum to have 
it delivered to her ; but the Duke out of the 
nobleneſs of his mind, would take no mony ; 
but delivered it freely, and then.it was buried 
in Hatham Abby ; which himſelf had begun 
to build, at. leaſt ro repair.

A*® his Valour won him the Vidtory, ſo his 
Victory won him a Crown; that now of 
an old Duke, he was ſuddenly become a young 
King: and indeed,nothing fo much renews life, 
and makes the years ina manner young again, as 
addition, of honour”, eſpecially when it is the 
fruit of merit. Firſt cherefore, having given 
publick Thanks to,God for his happy ſ&ccels, he 
led his Army towards Lp ,» not the d< 

way (perhaps doubting of Tome new Encoun- 
ter) but coaſting about through part of Kene, 
through Suſſex, Surry, Hampſhire, and Barkſhire, 
where at Wallmgford he paſled over the Thames ; 
and then through Oxfordſhire, Buckinghamſhire, 
and Hertfordſhire , until he came to Barkhame« 
ſtead, where there came unto him Aldred Arch- 
biſhop of York, Woltan Biſhop of Worceſter, Wil, 
fere Biſhop of Hereford, and many other Pre- 
lates accompanied with Edgar Atheling , - with 
Earl Edwyn ang Marchar, Brothers, and men of 
the'greateſt.ſway in the Kingdom, and many 
others of the Nobility. Ir is true, upon the de- 
feat at Cf gs » Earl Edwyn and Marchar had 
a purpoſe to ſer up Edgar Arbeling, as-next Heir 
of the Royal Blood , and Grandchild to Ed- 
mund lronfide , and fo beloved of the people, 
that he was called their Darling : but cor- 
lidering his young years, and other inabiliries, 
but eſpecially finding the minds of the Biſhops, 
(who at that time bare all the ſway) to be other- 
wiſe inclined , they deſifted from that courſe ;

tched in French 3 upon a pretence to dignify 
the French tongue, bus wich a purpoſe ro intrap 
men through ignoranceof the Language, as in- 
deed it did : or perhaps to make the Normans 
Language predominant in the Kingdom, as he 
had made their perſons : which Fer was fo far 
from effefting, that there is not lo much as any 
footſteps remaining of the Norman Language in 
the Engliſh tongue. Forms of Judgment, and 
trials by Fire and Water, called Ordea/, for- 
merly uſed, were in. ſhort time after the Con- 
queſt diſuſed, and in the end utterly abrogated 
by the Pope, as derived from Paganiſm. That 
of Combat continued longer, but of no ordina- 
ry uſe: and all ations both criminal and real, 


began now to be wholly adjudged by the Ver-' 


dict of twelve men, according to the cuſtom of 
Normandy where the like form is uſed, and cal- 
led by the name of Enqueſt, with the ſame cau- 
tions for the Jurors, as it is here continued to 
this day ; though by the Laws of Erbelred it 
appears, that the trial by twelve men was 1n 
uſe long before his time. And where before the 
Biſhop and the, Aldermen were the abſolute 
Judges to determine all buſineſs in every Shire, 
and the Biſhop in many Caſes ſhared in the be; 
nefit of the Mult with the King, now he con- 
fined the Clergy within the Province of their 
own Fccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, to deal only in 
buſineG concerning rule of Souls, according to 
the Canons and Laws Epiſcopal. And where 
the Cauſes of the Kingdom were before deter- 
mined in every Shire, and by a Law of King 
Edward, all matters in queſtion were upon ſpe- 
cial penalty decided in their Gemote, which was 
a little Court held monthly in every Hundred : 

Now he ordained that four times if the year, 
for certain days the ſame buſineſſes ſhould be 
determined in ſuch places as he would appoint, 
where he conſtituted Judges to attend for that 
there ſhould be She- 
riffs in every Shire, and Juſtices of Peace for pu- 
niſhment of MalefaRors. Finally, he ordained 
his Council-of State, his Chancery, his Exche- 
quer, (Scaccarium , oonragely called ſo, of the 
word Statarium, Or rather of the Board or Table 
where the Officers fate) ;- alſo his Courts of 
Juſtice, which always removed with his Court. 
Theſe places he furniſhed with Officers, and afſ- 
ſigned four Terms in they year for determinin 

Controverſies among the people. The place o 

theſe Courts was Weſtminſter, where King Wil- 
liam Rufes afterwards built a ftately Palace. 
Now for his Proviſionary Revenues, the Kings 
Tenants who held Lands of the Crown, paid 
him no money at all, but only Corn aud other 
Victuals'; and a juſt note of the quality and 
quantity, of every mans ratement , was taken 
throughout all the Shires of the Kingdom, and 
levied ever certain, for maintenance of -the 
King's Houſe. Only the Kentiſh-men procured 
the -continuance of their ancient Laws by a 


trick ; for King William riding towards Dover, 


at. Swanſcombe, two miles from Graveſend, the 
Kentiſh-men met him, but in the form of a mo- 
ving Wood, by reaſon of the great boughs they 
had cut, and carried in their hands ; and com- 
palling the King about, they only. made ſuit for 


the continuance of their Laws and Cuſtoms : 


their Lands was Gavelkind ; by which they de- 
ſcended not to the eldeſt alone , as in other 
Countries , -but were partable between all the 
SOns: and the Priviledges which the owners of 
ſuch Lands enjoyed were chiefly theſe : Nar 
| to forfeit them for Felony : Not to be ſubje&t 
to ſervices before the Juſtices : Not to be chal- 
lenged for Villains. So the Conqueror con- 
lidering that he might as well allow them , as 
other Kings had done before him, eaſily con- 
deſcended to their requeſt. But ſee the levity 
of theſe Kenriſh-men, to hazard themſelves more 
for the preſerving a ſimple Cuſtom , than for 
preſerving the Liberty of themſelves, and their 
Country : | But ſuch is violence of conceit, 
all it be maſtered by time, or rather fo very a 
Changeling is Human Reaſon, that what they 
then cut down great Woods to defend, they 
have ſince been content to be aboliſhed, with- 
out cutting down ſo much as a twig. But one 
Law eſpecially he made, extreamly diſtaſteful 
to all the Gentry of the Land ; for where before 
they might act their pleaſure hunt and take Deer 
which they found abroad in the Woods ; now 
it was ordained under a great penalty, no leſs 
than putting out their eyes , that none ſhould 
preſume to kill, or take any of them, asreſervin 
them only for his own delight. And ind 
ſo great delight he took in that kind of ſport,

But the 
lamentable diſaſters that have happened to this 
Kings Iffue , do plainly ſhew, that there is a 
Power that obſerves all our Actions, and which 
we may know to be Memorem Fandi atque Ne- 
fandi. But in the firſt year of this Kings Reign, 
he granted to the City of London their firlt 
Charter and Liberties in as large form as they 
enjoyed them in the titne of King Edward the 
Conteffor, which he granted at the ſuit of #/- 
liam a Norman, Biſhop of Londen; in grateful 
remembrance whereof, the Lord Mayor 

Aldermen, upon the folemn days of their re- 
ſort to Pauls, do till uſe to walk to the Grave- 


| ſtone where this Biſhop lies interred. Alſo 
this King was the firſt that brought the Jews 
to inhabit here in England: as likewiſe he made 
a Law that whoſoever forced a woman, ſhould 
loſe his Genltals : and in his time, long Bows 
came firlt into uſe in England : which as they 
were the weapons with which France under this 
King conquered England : fo they were the 
weapons with which England under after-Kings 
conquered France ; as if ir were not enough for 
us to beat them, if we did not beat them with 
their own weapons. This King alſo appoin- 
ted a Conſtable of Dover-Caftle, and a Lord 
Warden of the Cinque-ports, with Immunities 
as \they are at this day. And to be ſhort, this 
King ordained ſo good Laws, and had them ſo 
well executed , that it js ſaid a Girl might car-

Y N his time, Stigand, Archbiſhop of Canterbu- 
ry, was for divers cauſes deprived of his dig- 
nity, and kept private all his life after in the Ca- 
ſe of Finchefter : after whom ſucceeded Lan- 
frank, an Italian, in that See : who, in the twelfth 
year of this Kings Reign, held a Synod at 
Londen, where amonglt other things he remo- 
ved the Biſhops Sees from ſmall Towns to 
great Cities, as from Silliway to Chicheſter; from

Shirborn to Salwbury ; from Dorcheſter to Lin- 
coln ; and from Lichfield to Cheſter , and from 
thence again to Coventry : and not long before, 
the Biſhoprick of Lind:sern , otherwile called 
Holy Land, upon the River Twede , had been 
"tranſlated to Durham. In the ſixth year of 
his Reign, a Controverſy ariſing between the 
two Archbiſhops of Canterbury and York, they 
appealed ro Rome, and the Pope remitted it to 
the King and Biſhops of Eng/znd. Hereupon 
a Synod is holden at Wmdſor , where Sentence 
was given on Larfrank's , then Archbiſhop of 
Canterburies fide 3 That in matters of Religion, 
the Archbiſhop of York ſhould ever be ſubjet 
to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury : Only at Rome 
it was decreed for matter of Title, That the 
See of York ſhould be ſtiled Primas Anglie; and 
the See of Canterbury Primas totius Anglie, as it 
rk. Þrz.

tions that Srephen ſhould hold the Kingdom of 
Evgland during his life, and adopt Duke Henry 
as his Heir to ſucceed him. And this agreemenc 
thus made, and in a Parliament at Wincheſter 
confirmed, Duke Henry ever afrer accounted 
King Stephen no leſs than a Father ; and King 
Stephen, Duke Henry no leſs than a Son; and 
well he might,if ic be true which ſome write,that 
the Empreſs, when a Battel was to be fought 
between King Stephen and-her Son, went pri- 
vily crohim, asking him how he could find in his 
heart to fight againſt him that was his own Son ? 
Could he 2s the familiarity he had with her 
in her Widowhood ? But this was no matter 
for the Writers of that time to deliver. Ir 
touched roo near the Intereſt of Princes then in 
being, and Princes muſt not be touched while 
they live; nor when they aredead neither, with 
uncertainties, as this could be no other : But 
howſoever it was, certain it is, that after this 
agreement between King Stephen and Duke 
Henry, they continued in mutual love and con- 
cord as long after as they lived. 

' But what became of Maud the Empreſs at 
this time? For that ſhe was alive, and lived ma- 
ny years after this agreement between King 
Stephen and her Son Henry, all Writers agree ; 
and to ſay that ſhe conſented to the agreement, 


- without any provifion made for herſelf , is to 


make her too much a woman, a very weak vel- 
ſel: And to ſay there might be proviſion made, 
thoughit be not Recorded, is to make all Wri- 
ters defective in great exceſs : And beſides, be- 
ing ſo ſtirring a woman as ſhe was, that upon a 
ſudden ſhe ſhould be ſo quiet, as not to deſerve 
to have one word ſpoken of her in all the long 
time ſhe lived after, (being no leſs than 
twelve or thirteen years ) is as ſtrange as the 
reſt. And -if ſhe placed her contentment ſo 
wholly in her Son, that in regard of him ſhe re- 
garded not her ſelf at all, it deſerves at leaſt the 
Encomium of ſuch a motherly love as is very un- 
uſual, and not always ſafe. Whatſoever it was, 
I mult be fain to leave it as a Gordian knot, 
which no Writer helps me to untie. Matthew 
Paris makes her to live one and thirty years af- 
ter the death of King Stephen; and makes this 
her Epitaph: 


Ortu magna, viro major, ſed maxima partu 


Hic jacet Henrici filia, ſponſa, parens.

F Taxationsin his time; there is no menti- 
on made, for Taxations indeed are pro- 
perly drawn from a body of State when it is en- 
rire, whereas the State all this King's time was 
altogether in Factions. But what he wanted in 
Taxations he ſupplied with Confiſcations , 
which by reaſon of the many revoltings of 
men of all ſorts could not but chuſe bur fill his 
Coffers, every Rebellion being in nature of 
a purchaſe to him ; for whatſoever became of the 
perſons, their Lands and Goods were fure to be 
his. And if it happened at any time, that Con- 
fiſcations came in but ſlowly, he had then devi- 
cesto haſten their pace; for upon lighe ſuggeſti- 
ons ( not fo much oftentimes as ralf ſuſpicions ) 


he would call men intoqueſtion, and ſize upon 
their Goods,as in the caſe particularly of Robert 
Biſhop of Salzbury; and it may not be unplea- 
ling to hear from what beginning this Biſhop 
grew tO ſuch a height of greatneſs ; which was” 
thus : In the time of King #iliam Rufus he was 
a poor Prieſt, ſerving a Curein a Village near to 
Caen *in Normandy, when the King's younger 
Brother Henry chanced to paſs that way, and 
to make ſome ſtay inthe ſaid Village, who being 
deſirous to hear a Maſs, this Roger being Curare, 
wasthe mantofay it; which he diſpatched with 
ſuch celerity, that the Soldiers (who commonly 
love not long Maſles') commended him for it, 
telling their Lord, That there could nor a fitter 
Prieſt be found for men of War than he. Where- 
upon Henry appointed him to follow him; and 
when he came to be King, preferred him toma- 
ny great places, and art laſt ro be Chancellor of 
England, and Biſhop of Salizhury You have 
heard his riſing, now hear his fall : When King 
Stephen came to the Crown, he held this man in 
as great account as his Predecefſor King Hezry 
had done, and perhaps in greater ; for | Somaaſ 
great beggar of Suits, the King would ſay of him, 
If this man will never give over asking, neither 
ſhall I ever give over giving. Yet this great 
Prelatefell firſt through pride into envy,and then 
through envy into ruin. For King S:epher ha- 
ving given liberty to build Caſtles, this man did 
ſo far exceed all others in magnificence (for he 
builded the Caſtles of S:/:5hury, the Vyes, Sher- 
burn, Malmesbury, and Newark, to which there 
were no Structures comparable in the Kingdom) 
that.the Lords out of envy pur it into the King's 
head, that theſe Caſtles of his were built thus 
magnificently for entertainment. of Maud the 
Empreſs. Which fo poſlefſed the King, or he 
would bethought to be ſo poſſeſſed, thattaking 
this for a juſt cauſe, he ſeiſed them all into his 
hands, and forty thouſand Marks beſides, which 
he had in money ;z and not contented with this, 
he took the like courſe alſo with Alexander 
Biſhop of Lincoln, only becauſe he was his Ne- 
phew, and of his near kindred. Another wa 
he had for gaining of Money, for in the fir 
year of his Reign, having given liberty to hunt 
in his Foreſts, he afterwards at Oxferd cauſed 
many to be impleaded for that liberty : A trick 
which perhaps he learned from Hunting, firſt 
to give men leave to do a thing, and then to 
fine them for having done it. Burt this is the 
priviledge of Princes, that their leave muſt be 
interpreted by him that gives it, and not by 


him that takes it. 
H E gave licenſe to the City of Norwich to 
have Coroners and Bailiff, before which 
time they had only-a Serjeant for the King to 
keep Courts; and after this, in the 37th. year 
of King Henry the Thirdp they had licenſe to 
incloſe the Town with Ditches.

u PON the King's ſeifing itto his hands the 
Biſhop of Salisburies Caſtles and Goods, 


complaint was made, and » Synod was called by 
the 
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the Biſhop of Wincheſter, the Popes Legate, to 
right che Biſhop, where the King was cited to 

appear ; who ſending to know the cauſe, 'an- 
fwer was made, that it was to anſwer for his 
impriſoning of Biſhops, and depriving them of 
their Goods, which being a Chriſtian King he 
oughtnot todo: The King replies by his Lawyer, 
Arverec de Vere , that hs had not arzelted 
the Biſhop of Salisbury as a Biſhop, but as his 
Servant that was to make him. accompt of his 
Imployment. To this the Biſhop anſwereth, 
That he never was Servant or Accomptant to the 
King: And many Allegations and Probations 
were urged to and fro, but-in concluſion the 
Synod brake up, and nothing was done. The 
Eiſhops durſt not Excommunicate the King 
without the Pope's privicy; ſo in the end they 
fell from Authority to ſubmiſſion, and in the 
King's Chamber fell down at hisfeet, beſeech- 
ing him that he would piry the Church, and not 
ſuffer diſſention to be between the Kingdom 
and the Prieſthood. And this was noſmall mag- 
nanimity in the King, that he was able to pull 
down the high ſtomachs of the Prelates in-that 
time. In the-eighth year of his Rog Ae 
Synod was held in London by Henry Biſhop of 
F/incheſter,” where it was decreed, That whoſo- 
ever ſhould lay violent hands upon any Clergy- 
man, ſhou!d not be abſolved but by the Pope 
himſelf; and from this time forward, Clergy- 
men were exempt from the ſecular power. ' In 
the tenth year of his Reign, by the ſolicitin 

of St.. Bernard, many took upon them the Crofs, 
for a ſupply to the Holy Land, amongſt whom

In this King's time 
alſo, there appeared two Children, a Boy and 
a Girl, clad inGreen, in a ſtuff unknown, of 
aſtrangelanguage,and ofa ſtrangediet ; where- 
of che Boy being Baptized, dyed ſhortly after, 
but the Girl lived to be very old ; and being 
asked from whence they were; ſhe anſwered, 
They were of the Land of St. Martyn, where 
there are Chriſtian Churches erected ; but thar 
no Sun did ever riſe unto them ; but where-that 
Land is, and how ſhe came thither, ſhe her ſelf 
knew not. This I the rather write, that we 
may know there are other parts of the World 
than thoſe which to us are known : And this 
ſtory I ſhould not have believed, if it were-not 
teſtified by ſo many, and fo credible witneſſes 
as it is, In the fifteenth year of this King, 
River of Thames was ſo hard frozen, that 
Horſe and Cart janet over upon the Ice. In 
this'King's time lived Fobannes de Temporibus, of 
whom it is recorded, that he lived hun- 
dred fixty and one years. He was one of Char- 
lemain the Emperor's Guard, and died in the 
Reign of Comradus the Third, Anno Dom.

Afﬀeer this truce made with King Lewis, King 
Henry hearing that his Son Richard had in the 
mean time mn himſelf of a great part of the 
Province of Poittov, goesthither with an Army, 
where Richard at laſt, after ſome heſitation, as 
doubting his Forces, ſubmirs himſelf to his Fa- 
ther, and asks his pardon ; which his Father as 
freely grants, 2s if he had never committed any 
fault. And thereupon K. Herry imploys him to 
King Lews, and his Brother Henry, to perſtade 
them to Peace ; who wearied now with the 
wars, were eaſily drawn, and fo reconciliation 
on all parts is made. And to confirm the recon- 
ciliation between the two Kings, Herry and 
Lewis, his Daughter dela is affianced to King 
Henry's Son Richard, as Earl of Aquitain ; and 
becauſe the Lady was but young, the was com- 
mitted ro-the care of King Hemry till ſhe could 
be fir for marriage. Upon this King Henry ſers 
and Hugh Earl of Che- 
fer, giving Hoſtages and Oath for their Allegi- 
ance, atliberry ; and #:l;am alſo King of Scors, 
paying a certain Mul&, for which he delivered 
in pawn the ftrong Caſtles of Berwick, Roxbc- 
rough, and Sterling to King Henry, and was fined 
kh the County of Huntington, and never to 
receive any Rebels into his protetion. Theſe 
things done, the King with his Son returns into 
England , where with all joyfulnels they were 
received. 

It was now the year 1179. when King Lews 
began again to grow diſcontented with King 
Henry , becauſe his daughtet was not yet mar- 


ried to his Son Richard,as was agreed: but King 


Henry making him promiſe to have them mar- 
ried within a few days, gave him ſatisfaction ; 
though indeed he meant nothing, lefs, for it was 
thought he kept her for himſelf, as with whom 
he had before that time had unlawful familia- 
rity. : 

'The year 1184. was memorable for nothing, 
or for nothing ſo much as the death of the young 
King Henry, whodied then, being of the age © 
one and twenty years : whoſe Widow Marga- 
ret returning into France, was afterward mar- 
ried to Bela King of Hungary. Now King Hen- 
77's Son Richard, no longer enduring to have 
his marriage delayed , which his Father often 
promiſed, but would never ſuffer to be per- 
formed, falls into his old fit of diſcontentment. 
Wherein though he cannot perhaps be juſtified, 
yet he may jultly be excuſed; for to be kept from 
a Wife at that time of his age'for which a Wife 
was moſt proper ; and eſpecially having been 
affianced ſo long before, which could nor chuſe 
but make his appetite the ſharper ; muſt needs 
be, if not a juſt cauſe, at leaſt a ſtrong provoca- 
tion to make him do as hedid. Howfſoever from 
this fit of diſcontentment, he falls into a re- 
lapſe of Rebellion , and infe&ing with ir his 
Brother Fohn, and a t part of his Fathers

Andto fay the truth, after he had loſt this City, 
he ſcarce ſcemed to be alive ; not only becauſe 
he ſhortly after died, but becauſe the State of 
Majeſty which had all his life accompanied him, 
after this forſook him ; for now he was fain to 
beg peace of his enemies, who often before had 
begged ir of him ; now he was glad to yield to 
conditions, which no force before could have 


wreſted from him. It is memorable, and worth A frange 
obſerving, that when theſe rwo Kings had meer- accidene, 


ing between Turwyn and Arras , for reconcile- 
ment of differences, there ſuddenly happened 
a Thunderbolt to light juſt berween them, 
with ſo terrible a crack , that it forced them 
for that time to break off their conference ; 
and afterward at another meeting, the like ac- 
cident of thunder happened again, which ſo 
amazed King Henry, that he had fallen off his 
horſe , if he had not been ſupported by thoſe 
about him. Which could be nothing but drops 
let fall of the Divine anger , and manifeſt pre- 
ſages of his future diſRers. And thus this great 
Prince's troubles,which began in little ones, and 
were continued in great ones, ended atlaſt inſo 
great a trouble, that ir ended his life, and lef 
him an example of deſolation, notwithſtanding 
all his greatneſs ; forſaken of his Friends, forſa- 


ken of his Wife, forſaken of his Children ; and K. Henry 
(if he were not himſelf, when he blaſphemed forlaken of

Army, and in the Winter ſeaſon ſailed thither, 


taking Shippingat Pembroke, and landing near to | 


Waterford. Where entring into.conſultation what 
courſe was fitteſt to be taken in the enterpriſe, 
ſuddenly of their own accord the Princes of the 
Country came in, and ſubmitted themſelves un- 
to him, only Roderick King of Conatt ſtood out ; 
who being the greateſt , thought to make him- 
ſelf the only King of that Nation. But K. Henry 
forbearing him for the preſent, who kept himſelf 
in the faſtneſs of Boggs and Woods, and was not 
to be followed in the winter ſeaſon , takes his 
journey to Dublin, the chief City of the Country ; 


and there calling the Princes and Biſhops of the. 


Nation together, requires their conſent to have 
him and his heirs to be their King ; which they 
affirming they could not do without the Popes 
authority, to whom, at their firſt converſion to 
the Chriſtian Religion,they had ſubmitted them- 
ſelves ; the King ſent preſently to'Adrian the 
then Pope, and Ergliſh-man,requiring his aſſent, 
which upon divers good conſiderations he grant- 
ed ; and hereupon the King built him a ſtately 
Palace in the City of Dublin ; and having thus 
without blood poſſeſt himſelf of the Kingdom, 
the Spring following he returns joyfully into 
England. About four years after, Roderick alſo 
ſends his Chancellor to King Henry , to offer 
his ſubmiſſion, with a tribute to be paid of every 
ten beaſts , one ſufficient. After thjs , in the 
one and thirtieth year of his Reign, he ſent his 
Son Fohn to be the Governor there. 


His Tomato and ways for raiſing of Money. . * 


AXATIONS in his time were chiefly 


once when he took Eſcuage of Engliſh- 


men,towards his warsin France,whichamounted 
to 12400 pounds: but confiſcations were many, 
becauſe many Rebellions, and every Rebellion 
was as good as a Mine. Alſo vacancies of Bi- 
ſhopricks and Abbies, kept in his hand ſometimes 
many at once ; no time without ſome. He re- 
ſumed alſo all Lands which had either been ſold 
or given from the Crown by his Predeceſſors:but 
a principal cauſe that made him plentiful in mo- 
ney , was his Parſimony ; as when he was en- 


joined for a Penance to build three Abbies , he 


performed it, by changing Secular Prieſts into 
Regular Canons, only to ſpare coſt : And it was 
not the leaſt cauſe of alienating his Sons from 
him, that he allowed them not maintenance an- 
ſwerable to their calling. And it could be no- 
thing but Parſimony while he lived , which 
brought it to paſs that when he died, ghere were 
found in his Coffers nine hundred thouſand 
pounds, beſides Plate and Jewels. 


Laws and Ordinances in his time. 


N the beginning of his Reign, he refined and 
I reformed the Laws of the Realm ; making 
them more tolerable and more profitable to his 
people than they were before. In the one and 
twentieth year of his Reign, hedivided his whole 
Kingdom into fix ſeveral Circuits , appointing 
in every Circuit three Judges, who twice every 
year ſhould ride together , to hear and deter- 
mine Cauſes between man and man : as at this

day, tho altered in the number of the Judges, 
and in'the Shires of Circuit. In this Kings 
days, the number of Fews all England over was 
great : yet whereſoever they yas. they might

Affairs of the Church in his time. 


T HIS Kings reign is famous for the conten- 

_ tion of a Subje&t with the Prince ; and 

tho it may be thought no equal match, yet in 

this example we ſhall find ithard to judge which 

of them had the victory. But before we come 

to ſpeak of the Contention, it is fit to ſay ſome- 

thing of the Man, and of the Quarrel. The 

man was Thomas Becket , born in London, his 

Father one Gilbert Becket , his Mother an out- 7%. Becke''s 
landiſh-woman, of the Country of Syria. His PY**ag* 
firſt riſing was under Theobald Archbiſhop of _— 
Canterbury, who taking a liking to him, (as one 

faith, no man knew for what) made him firſt 
Archdeacon of Canterbury, and then uſed means 

to have him be the Prince's Tutor; after that to 

be Chancellor of England ; . and after the de- 

ceaſe of the ſaid Theobald , was himſelf made 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury in his place. One me- 
morable thing he did at his coming to be Arch- 

biſhop, he ſurrendred his place, being Chancel- 

lor , as not thinking it-fit to fit at the Helm of 

the Commonwealth, and of the Church, both 

at once. But now began the contention between 

the King and him. The difference was , the The con 
King would have it ordained that Clergy-men- 22" 
who were MalefaQors, ſhould be tri re Kg 
the Secular Magiſtrate as Lay-men were : This and him. 
Becket oppoſed, ſaying, it was againſt the Li- 

berty of the Church, and therefore againſt the 
honour of God. Many Biſhops ſtood with the 

King, ſome few with Becker ; the Contention 

grew long, and with the length tilt hotter, till 

at laſt Becket was content to affent to the Or- 
dinance with this clauſe, Salvo Ordine ſuo. The 

King liked not the clauſe, as being a deluding 

of the. Ordinance : He required an abſolute 

aſſent, without any clauſe of Reſervation. At 

aſt, after many debatings and demurrs ,” the 
Archbiſhop-yields to this alſo ,, and ſubſcribes 


| the Ordinance, and ſet his hand unto it : Bur 
- going 
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going homewards, it is ſaid, his Croſs-bearer 
and fome other about him, blamed him for that 
he had done. But whether moved with their 
words, or otherwiſe upon ſecond thoughts, the 
next day when they met him again, he openly re- 
pented his former deed, retracts his ſubſcripti- 
on, and ſends tothe Pope for abſolution of his 
fault ; which the Pope not only granted, but 
encouraged him to perſiſt in the courſe he had 
begun. It may be thought a fable, yetirisre- 
lated by divers good Authors, that one time 
during this contention, certain fellows cut off 
the Archbiſhop's Horſes tail ; after which fa&t 
all their Children were born with tails like 
Horſes; and that this continued Jong in the 
Poſterity, —_ now long ſince cealed, and 
perhaps their families too. But King Hemry 
finding there was no prevailing with Becker b 
fair means, begins to deal more roughly wit! 
him; and firſt makes uſe of Authority upon his 
Temporalties ; and withal a cenſure was {po- 
ken to be intended againſt his perſon. Which 
Becket underſtanding, thought it his beſt courſe 
to flee the Realm, and thereupon pafling under 
the name of Dereman, he paſſeth overSea, and 
there, two years by the Pope, and five by the 
King of France, was maintained as it were of 
Alms: In which miſery nothing vexed him fo 
much, as that King Hemry ſent all his kindred, 
Men and Women, old and young, into baniſh- 
ment after him. And now King Hemry finding 
that Becker ſtood much upon his Legantin Pow- 
er, ſent meſſengers tothe Pope, deſiring him to 
take that power from him, and toconfer it upon 
his Archbiſhop of York ; but the Pope anſwer- 
ed he would not do ſo, but was content the 
King himſelf ſhould be his Legate, and ſent 
him Letters to that purpoſe; which King Henry 
took in ſuch ſcorn, that he threw away the Let- 
ters,and ſent them preſently back to him again. 
This dignity of Legatſhip, for the diligent ſervice 
of Theobald Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was by 
a ſpecial Decree of Pope hmocent theſecond, to 
remain tothe Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; ſo that 
they. were | entituled Leyati nati, Legats born. 
In this mean time, the King of France pre- 
vailed with King Henry to afford Becket a con- 
ference, hoping to bring them to ſome Agree- 
ment; where being together, King Henry al- 
ledged before the King of France, that he re- 
quired nothing of Becket but his afſent to an 
Ordinance, to which in his-Grandfather King 
Henry the Firſt's time, all the Biſhops of the 
Realm, and the Archbiſhop of Canprbury that 
then was, did givetheir Aﬀent: Yer this moved 
not Becket at all, but he continued his former 
Tenet; ir wasagainft the Honour of God, and 
therefore deſired to be excuſed. Seenow ( ſaith 
King Henry ) the perverſeneſs of this man, all 
that agrees not with his own humour, is pre- 
ſently againft the honour of God. While 
theſe things were thus a working, Becker had 
gotten him more friends at Rome, and by their 
means prevailed with the Pope to give him 
power to. interdict ſome Biſhops in England 
that had dene him wrong ; and the Pope ſpa- 
red not to threaten Excommunication to King 
Herry himſelf, if he reſtored not Becket to has 
dignicy. But whether aw'd with threatnings, 
or won by the King of France's importunity ;

or elſe perhaps relenting in himſelf, he was 
contented at laſt that Becket ſhould return home 
and enjoy his Biſhoprick. Who being come 
to Canterbury, the Bilhops whom he had inter- 
dicted for Crowning the young King Henry, 
(which he ſaid was his right to have done ) made 
humble ſuituntohim, tobe releaſed of the cen- 
ſure.. Which, when the Archbiſhop would nor 
grant, but with certain cautions and exceprti- 
ons, the Biſhops diſcontented went over to the 


more H—_Y that the King abhorred them 
ever after ; and that within” three years after 
they all died miſerably. You have heard his 
ecution, and (asſome would haveit called ) 
his Martyrdom : Now hear the honours that 
have been done him, and the viſitations to his 
Tomb : And firit King Herry himſelf comi 
to Canterbury, as ſoon as he came within light 
Becket's Church, lighting off his Horſe, and put- 
ting off his hoſe and ſhooes, he went barefoot to 
his Tomb; and for a further penance ſuffered 
himſelf to be beaten with Rods by every Monk 
of the Cloiſter. Afew years after, King Lewis 
of France comes into England of purpoſe to vi- 
ſit the Shrine of St. Thomas ; where having paid 
his Vows, he makes oblations with many rich 
Preſents. The like many Princes ſince that time 
have done; and many Miracles are reported'to 
havebeen doneat his Tomb, which yet may be 
unbelieved without unbelief, and with Faith 
enough. Ir is worth obſerving, how ſome days 
are to ſome men more fortunate than other 
days ; as Matthew Paris writes of this Becket, 
that Tueſday was obſerved to be a fortunate 


"day to him ; for upon Tueſday he was born ; 


upon a Tueſday he was Baniſhed; upon a 
Tueſday he was recalled from Baniſhment ; 
upon @ Tueſday he ſuffered Martyrdom 
upon a Tueſdey, years after his death, 
his body with great ſolemnity was tranſlated. 

Another difference in this King's days, was 
berween the two Archbiſhops of England, about 
the juriſdiction of Canterbury over York, which 
being referred to the Pope, he gave judgment 
on r<ryy > = o1n this King's days 
there was a Schiſm in the Church of Reme, two 
Popes up at once, of whom Alexander the third 
almoſt 20 years.

But (faith the King) if I ſhould 
be abſent out of my Kingdom, my own Sons 
would be ready to riſe up againſt me in my ab- 
" ſence ; to which the Patriarch replied, No mar- 
vail, for from the Devil they came, -and-to the 
Devil they ſhall; and ſo departed. ' Alfoin this 
King's days there came into Ermg/and Thirty 
Germans, Men and Women, calling themſelves 
Publicans, whodenied Matrimony, and the Sa- 
czaments of Baptiſm, and of the Lord's Supper, 
with-other Articles ; who being obſtinate, and 
nottobereclaimed, theKing commanded they

ples. Inthe ſeventeenth year of his reign, there 
was ſeen at St. Oſzths\in Eſſex, a Dragon of 
maryellous bigneſs, which by moving: burned 
houſes ; and the whole City of Canterhury was 
the ſame, year almoſt burnt.

E married Eleanor, Daughter and heir of 
William Duke of Guyen, late Wife of Lewis

familiarity with a Turk. Which King Lews 
though knowing, yet diſſembled, till coming | 
home, he then waved that cauſe, as which he :

lowed by the Pope, as a cauſe ſufficient to di- | 
vorce them , though he had at that time two 
Daughters by her. Being thus divorced, Duke 
Henry marries her , with whom it was never 
known, but ſhe led a modeſt and ſober life, a 
ſufficient proof, that the former report was but 
a ſlander. By this Queen Eleanor he had five 
Sons, William, Henry, Richard , Geoffery, and 
7obn ; and three Daughters, Maud, married to 
Henry Duke of Saxony ; Eleanor married to 4l- 
phon/c the Eighth of that name, King of Caſtile ; 
and Fane or fone married to William K. of Sicily. 
Of his Sons, Milliam died young. Henry born 
the ſecond year of his reign, was crowned Tg 
with his Father in the eighteenth year, and di 
the nine and twentieth year, and was buried at 
Rean ; married to Marparet, Daughter of Lews 
King of France, but left no iſſue. Richard born 
at Oxford (in the Kings Palace there called 
Beau-mwont) in the fourth year of his Fathers 
Reign, and ſucceeded him in the Kingdom. 
Geoff cry born the fifth year of his Fathers reign, 
married Conſtance, Daughter and Heir of Conan, 
Earl of Little-Britam , in the fourteenth year, 
and in the two and thirtieth year died; leaving 
by his Wife Conſtance, two Daughters, and a 
Peſt hummus Son named Arthur.

Of bis Per/onage and Conditions: 


E was ſomewhat red of face, and broad 

breaſted ; ſhort of body, and therewithal 
far, which made him uſe much exerciſe and lit- 
tle meat. He was commonly called Henry Short- 
mantle, becauſe he was the firſt that broughe |, {rw 
the uſe of ſhort Cloaks out of Anjou into Er- mantle, 
gland. Concerning endowments of mind, he 
was of Spirit in the! higheſt degree Generous 
which made him often fay, that all the Worl 
{ufficed not to a courageous Heart. He had the 
Reputation of a wiſe Prince all the Chriſtian, 
World over ; which made A4lphon/xs King of 
Caſtile, and Garſyas King of Navarre tefer a dit- 
ference that was between them, to his Arbitre- 
ment; who ſo judiciouſly determinedthe caufe, 
that he gave contentment to both parties ; a 
harder matter than to cut cloth even by a 
thread. His cuſtom was to be always in a&tion : ajg,ysid 
for which cauſe, if he had no real Wars, he. a&ion. - 
would have feigned; and would tranſport Forces 
either into Normandy or Britain , and go with 
them himſelf, whereby he was always prepared 
of 'an Army-: and made it a Schooling to his 
Soldiers; and to himfelf an Exerciſe. To his 7, ; 
chidren he was both indulgent and hard ; for children 
out of indulgence he ated his Son Henry to. both ww 
be crowned King in his own time : and out of nd indul- 
hardneſs he cauſed his younger Sons to Rebel © 
againſt him. He was rather Superſticious than 
not Religious ; which he ſhewed more by his 
carriage toward Becket being dead, than while 
he lived. His Incontinency was not ſo much 
that he uſed other women beſides his Wife, but 
the affianced wife of his own Son : And it was 
commonly thought, he had a meaning to be di- 
vorced from his Wife Q. Eleazcr, and to take 
the ſaid A4dels to be his Wife.

Of his coming to the Crown, and of his Coronation. 


I N G Richard, the firſt of that name, 
after his Fathers Funeral , went to 
Roan, where he ſetled the ſtate of 
that Province ; and from thence 


K. Richard came into England, where he was Crowned King 


Crowned. 


at' W:fminſter, by the hands of Baldwin Arch- 
biſhop of Canrerbury , the third day of Seprem- 
ber in the year 1189. And herein this Prince 
is more beholden to Writers than any of his 
Predeceſſors ; for in ſpeaking of their Crown- 
ing, they content themſelves with telling where 
and by whom they were Crowned ; but of this 
Prince they. deliver the manner of his Crown- 
ing, in the full amplicude of all Circumſtances, 
which pertiaps is not unfit to do , for fatisfa- 
ion of ſuch as are never like to ſee a Coro- 
nation ; and it was in this manner. Firſt, the 
Archbiſhops" of Canterbury , Roan, Trier , and 
Dublin, with all the other Biſhops, Abbots, and 
Clergy, apparelled in rich Copes , and having 


" the Crofs, Holy Water, and Cenſers,carried be- 


fore them , came to fetch him at the door” of 
his Privy-Chamber ; and there receiving him, 
they led him to the Church of Weſtminſter, 
till they came before the high Altar with a 
ſolemn Proceflion. ' In the middle of the Bi- 
ſhops and Clergy went four Barons, bearing 
Candlefticks with Tapers ; afrer whom came 
Geoffery de Lucy ,- bearing the Cap of Mainte- 
natice, and Jobs Marſhal next to him, bearing 
a maſly pair of Spurs of Gold ; then followed 
William _— » Earl of Striguil , alias Pem- 
broke, who bare the Royal-Scepter, in the top 
whereof was ſet a Croſs of Gald ; and William 
de Patrick, Farl of Salubury going next him, 


* bare the Warder or Rod, having on the Top 


thereof a Dove. Then came three other Earls, 
David Brother to the King of Scors ; the Earl 
of Huntington ; Fobn the Kings Brother, Earl of 


Mortaigne ; and Robert Earl of Leiceſter , each. 


of them bearing a Sword upright in his hand, 
with the Scabbards richly adorned' with Gold. 
The Earl of Mortaigne went ini the middle be- 
twixt the other two ; after them followed ſix 
Earls and Barons, bearing a Checquer Table, up- 


- on the which were ſee the Kings Scutcheons of 


Arms ; and then followed William Mandevil 
Earl of Albemarle, bearing a Crowti of Gold, a 
great height before the King , whio followed, 
having the Biſhop of Duyham on the right hand, 


' and Reynold Biſhop of Bathe on: the left , over 


whom a Canopy was born : andin this order he 


came into the Church at Weftmin#fer, where be-

fore the high Altar,in the preſence of theCler 
and the People, laying his hand upon the Holy; 
Evangeliſts, and the Reliques of certain Saints; 
he took a ſolemn Oath, That he ſhould obſerve 
Peace, Honour, and Reverence-to Almighty 
God, to his Church, and to his Miniſters, all 
days of his life ; alſo chat he ſhould exerciſe 
upright Juſtice to the people committed to his 
charge ; and that he ſhould abrogate' and dif. 
annul all evil Laws, and wrongful Cuſtoms, if - 
any were to be found. in the precin& of 'his 
Realm; and maintain thoſe that were good and. 
laudable. This done , he put off all his Gar- 
ments from his middle upwards , but only his: 
Shirt, which was open on the ſhoulders that he 
might be anointed. Then the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury anointed him in three places, on the 
head, on the ſhoulder, and on the right arm, 
with Prayers in ſuch caſes pans Aﬀeer 
this he covered his head. with a linnen cloth 
hallowed, and ſet his Cap thereon 3 and then 
after he had put on his Royal Garment, and his 
uppermoſt Robe , the Archbiſhop delivered 
him the Sword , with which he ſhould bear 
down the enemies of the Church; which done, 
wo Earls put his Shooes upon his feet, and ha- 
ving his Mantle put on him , the Archbiſhop 
forb4d him on the behalf of Almghty God, ro 
preſume to take upon him this Dignicy, except 
he faithfully meant to perform thole things 
which he had there ſworn to perform ; where- 
untothe King made an{wer,That by Gods Grace 
he would perform them. - Then the King took 
the Crown beſide the Altar , and delivered it to 
the Archbiſhop, which he ſer upon the Kings 
head, delivering to. him the Scepter to hold in 
his right hand, and the Rod-Royal in his left 
hand; and thus being Crowned, he was broughe 
back by the Biſhops and Barons, with the Croſs 
and Candleſticks , and three Swords , paſling 
forth before him unto his Sear. When the Bi- 
ſhop that ſang the Maſs , came to the Offerto- 
» the two Biſhops that brought him to the 
Church, led him. to the Altar, and brought him 
back again. 'The Maſs ended, he was brough 
with ſolemn Proceſlion into his Chamber; 1 
this was the manner of this Kings Coronation; 
Bur at this ſolemnity there fell out a very diſa- 
ſterous accident. For this Prince not favouring

Of his firſt Atts after be was Crowned, 
"E begin with his Mother Queen Eleanor, 
H whom' upon her Husbands diſpleaſure ha- 
ving been kept in priſon fixteen years, he not 
only ſet at liberty, but ſet in as great authority, 
as if ſhe had been left the Regent of the King- 
dom. The next he gratiftes was his Brother 
Joon, to whom he made appear how much the

and Eutzarſal, the Honohrs of Wallingford, Ti- 
chil, &d*Fje, to the value of 4000. Marks a 
year : ann eſtate fo great, as was able to put a 
very moderate mind into the humour of aſpi- 
ring ; of which Princes ſhould have a care. 
Concerning his afhanced Lady Adela , it may 
be thonght ſtrange, that having deſired her fo 
infinitely when he could not have her,now that 
he might have her, he cared not for her : but 
the cauſe was known, and in every mans mouth ; 


that ſhe was now but his Fathers leavings : yet 


he would not ſend her home but very rich in 
Jewels, to make amends, if it might be, for the 
loſs of her Virginity ; though this was ſfome- 
what hard on his part, when the Father had 
taken all the pleaſure , that the Son ſhould af- 
terwards pay all the Charges. But by this atleaft 
he made a quiet way for his marriage now con- 
cluded, and ſhortly after to be conſummated in 
Sicily with Berengaria the Daughter of Garſyas 
King of Navarre. And now his mind is wholly

make a man fit for ſuch imployment, all theſe 
virtues muſt. concur. As for his Brother Fob», 
he knew well his aſpiring mind, and therefore 
would have tied him to live in Normandy, and 
not to come into England till his return , but 
that their Mother 7, wi Eleanor interceded, 
and paſſed her wogd for him; and that nothing 
might be left unprovided for, he appointed his 
Nephew Arthur, the Son of his Brother Geoffery 
Duke of Britain to be his Succeſſor, if himſelf 
ſhould fail. And now Undique cOnvenere, VUo- 
cat jam carbaſus auras, every man is'ready to 
take Shipping, and no ſtay now butfora Wind ; 
only ſome ſay that King Richard before his de- 
parting, calling his Lords and Knights unto him, 
and ſwearing them to be true, gave to every of 
them a blue Ribband to be known by , from 
whence the firſt occaſion of the Order of the 
Garter is thought to begin.

ſeaſon to Aſcalon ; after which time, the Enemy 

owing ſtronger, and the Chriſtians weaker 

all opportunity of taking ir is utterly loſt, and 


they could never come to the like again.

ſhortly after King Richard was advertiſed of the 
King of France his invading Normandy, contra- 
ry to his Oath at his departure ; which forced 
ing Richard, much to his grief, to conclude a 
peace with Saladine, and. that upon conditions 
not very hogourable for the Chriſtians ; and 
himſelf preſently to return hotne. And ſoſend- 
ing his wife Berengaria, and his filter Fane, with 
a great part of his Army into Sicily, and from 
thence into England, he paſſeth 
ſome few in his company, by the way of Thrace, 
and was by Tempeſt brought into Dalmatia ; 
from whence being to paſs Sxongh Germany, and 
particularly through Duke Leopold's Countr 
Auſtria, he remembring the old grudge,changed 
his apparel, and travelling ſometimes a foot, and 
ſometimes on horſeback, he uſed all means poſ-

Which 
Duke Leopold underſtanding, ſent preſently to 
have him apprehended : But King Richard re- 
fuſing to yield himſelf to any, but to the Duke 
himſelf; the Duke himſelf came and led him to 
his own Palace honoutably enough, but yet 
ſtrongly guarded : Whereot as ſoon as Henry the 
Emperour heard, he ſent with great inftance to 
Duke Leepold to ſend King Richard over to him, 
under pretence of ſafer cuſtody, but with a pur- 
poſe indeed to be a ſharer in his Ranſome. And 
the Duke,though well knowing his meaning, yet 
knowing withal that it was not ſafe for him to 
deny the Emperour, he ſent him over to him; 
who ſoon after put him into a' priſon. he had, 
called Trivellis, into which no man was ever 
known to be put that eſcaped with life, though 
done perhaps to him. but # terrorem, to draw the 
berrer Ranſom from him. That with which 
King Richard was charged, belide the wrong 
dÞne to Leopold in throwing down his Colours 
at Ptolemais, was the death of Comrade Duke of 
Tyre, whom they pretended King Richard had 
murthered. Wherein _ Pa 1 - 
made his gr ages ry; y the teſtimony 0 
Limboldus, who confefled himſelf to have been 
the author of the Marqueſles death ; yet the 
pretence ſerved todetain him in priſon: And in 
priſon indeed they kept him, till his Ranſome 
wane upon andpaid. Which being a hun- 
dred thouſand pounds, fourſcore th d was

DD Y this King it appears there is ſomething 
B elfe beſides the grievance of Taxations, 
that alienates the minds of Emgliſh Subjes 
from their King ; for never were fewer Taxati- 
ons than in this King's time, yet never were the 
Subje&s minds more alienated from their King, 
than they were from him. Before his Corona- 
tion in a Parliament holden at Wefminfter, there 
was granted him a fifteenth of the Clergy, and 
a twentieth of the Temporalty. In his fitth year 
ina Parliament at London, was granted him 
a twentieth of the Temporalty. In his fifteenth 
year was granted the fixth penny of temporal 
mens goods , through England , Feland , and 
Wales , towards his Wars with Scotland. And 
more than theſe we read not of ; but then at 
the defeat of the Earl of Lancafter, there were 
Confiſcations that ſupplied the place of Taxati- 


ons, by which (as one faith) he hecame the 
richeſt King that had been ſince che Conqueſt. 


Of his Laws and Ordinances. 


E ordained that the money of his Father, 
though counted baſe by the People, 
{houid be currant. . In the eighth year of his 
Reign , by reaſor-of a dearth which raiſed the 
price of all Vidtuals, it was ordained by Par- 
liamene , that an Ox fatted with graſs ſhould 
be 10) for fifteen ſhillings ; fatted with Corn , 
for rwenty ; the beſt Cow for twelve ſhillings ; 
a fat Hog of two years old, three ſhillings four 
pence ; a f:t Sheep thorn fourteen pence ; with 
the Fleece, twenty pence; a far Gooſe for two 
pence-half-peany, a fat Capon two pence ; a 
fat Hen a penny, four Pidgeons a penny ; who- 
ſoever ſold for more , ſhould forfeit their ware 
to the King. Burt after theſe rates impoſed, all 
kind of Victuals grew fo ſcarce , that Provitſt 
on could hardly be made for the King's Houſe ; 
whereupon ſhortly after, the Order was revo- 
ked , and Market-folks permitted to make the 
beſt of their Wares. In this King's time an Or- 
dinance was made againſt Knights Templars,ac- 
cuſed of Hereſy and other crimes ; and they 
were all apprehended, and committed to divers 
Priſons. The like was done by all the Kings of 


* Chriſtendom, at one inſtant; being condemned 


in a General Council at Views. * In the 14 year 
of his Reign, on the 15 of Oftober, -the ks 
of the Exchequer went towards York with the 
Book called Doomsday-Bock , and other Re- 
cords, and Proviſion, that laded one and twenty 
Carts ; but in half a year they were brought 
back again.

Barons of the Kingdom ; as ſoon as the Truce 
was ended, with a Trove Army enters Northum- 
berland , palling on* to Newcaſtle upon Tine , 
where he plants his Camp. Of this Caſtle, Fobr

N the time of the Prince's ſickneſs, King Ed- 
ward calls a Parliament. at Wefminfter ; in 
which when demands were made for ſupply of 
the King, demands were preſently made for re- 
dreſs of grievances for the Subjets. It was re- 
quired that the Duke of Lancaſter , the Lord of 
Latimer then Lord Chamberlain, Dame Alice 
Pierce the King's Concubine, and one Sir Richard 
Sturry, might be removed from Court: And this 
was fo vehemently urged by their Speaker Sir 
Peter de la Moore, that the King rather than not 
to be ſupplied, gave way unto it ;- and there- 
upon all theſe perſons are prefently put from 
Court : But the Prince foon after dying, thev 
are all recalled to Court again, and reſtored to 
their former places. 

About this time exemplary Juſtice was done 
upon Sir goin Midfterworth, Knight, who was 
drawn , ged and quartered at Tiþurn for 
Treaſon by him committed, in defrauding Sol- 
diers of their Wages. 

About this time the Duke of Lancafer, being 
at Burdeaux, and hearing of the death of Perer 
Kingof Caftile, whom Prince Edward had velted 
in his Kingdom ; and that he left only two daugh- 
ters the heirs of his Kinzdom, who were then at 
the City of Gaſcoione, for their ſafety, he ſeat 
and cauſed them to be brought to Burdeaux, and 
there himſelf married the elder Sifter Conf ance :

N the eighth year of his Reign, in a Parlia- 
ment holden at Londen, there was granted 

him a fifteenth of the Femporalty, a twentieth 
of the Cities and Boroughs, and a tenth of the 
Clergy.

He 
cemed to have in him both a French. Nature 
and an Eglifþ ; violent at the firſt apprehen- 
ſion, calm upon deliberation. He never ſhew- 
ed himſelf more worthy of the Government, 
than when he was depoſed as unworthy toGo- 
vern; for it appeared, that his Regality was not 
ſo dear unto him, as a privatequietlife: Which 
if he might have enjoyed, he would never have 
complained that Fortune had done him wrong. 


Of bis Death and Burial. 


Ing Richard after his Reſignation, was 
conveyed to the Caſtle of Leeds in Kent, 
and from thence to Pomfret ; where the com- 
mon fame is, That he was ferved with coftly 
meat, like a King, but nor ſuffered once ro 
touch it, and ſo died of forced Famine. But 
Thomas Walfingbam reterreth it alrogether to a 
voluntary pining of himſelf, through grief of 
his misfortunes. But one Writer, well acquaint- 
ed with King Richard's doi faith, that King 
Henry (itting one day at bis Table, ſaid ſighing, 
Have I no Faichfal friend that will delivet me 
of him who will be my death ? This ſpeech 
was ſpecially noted by one Sir Piers of Exton, 
who preſently with eight perſons in his. compa- 
ny went to Pomfret, ing the Eſquire 
that took the Aſſay before King Richard, to 
doſono more, ſaying, [Let him eatnew, for he 
ſhall not eatlong. King Richard ſitting down to 
dinner, was ſerved without Aſſay 5 whereat 
marvelling, he demanded of his Eſquire,why he 
did not his duty ; Sir ( faidhe) I am otherwiſe 
commanded by Sir Piers of Exton, who isnew- 
ly come from King Hemry. When Song Rik 
heard that word, he took the Carving Knife in 
his hand, and ſtroke the Squire on the head, 
ſaying, The Devil take Henry of Lancaſter and 
thee together.: And with that word Sir Piers 
entered the Chamber with eight armed men, 
every of them havinga Bill in hishand. King 
Richard perceiving this, put the Table from 
him; and ſtepping to the oft man, wrun 
the Bill out of Fi hands,-and flew four 
thoſe that thus came to aſſail him : But in con- 
cluſion was felled with a ſtroke of a Poll-axe, 
which Sir Pers gave him upon the head, with 
which blow he fell down dead: Though it be 
ſcarce credible, thata man upon his bare word, 
and without ſhewing any warrant, ſhould be ad- 
mitted to do ſuch a fact. Sir Piers having thus 
ſlain him, wept bitterly ; A poor amends for ſo 
hainous a treſpaſs. King Richard thus dead, his 
body was embalmed, and covered with lead, all 
favethe face,and then brought to London; where 
itlay'at Paul: three days together, that all men 
nightbehold ir, toſee he was dead. The Corps 
was after had to Langley in Bucking hamfhire,and 
thereburied in the Church of the Friers Preach- 
ers : Bur afterward by King Herry the Fifth, 
it was removed to Weſtminſter, and there ho- 
nourably - Entombed,, with Queen Am his 
Wife; and that beautiful Picture of a King, fit- 


ting Crownedin a Chair of State, at the upper 
end of the Coire in St. Peters ac Weſtminſter, is 
ſaid tobe of him: Although the Score uncruly 
write, that he eſcaped oue of Priſon, andled a {o- 
litary and vertuous life in Sectland, and there 
died, and is buried (as they hold) in the Black- 
Aiers at Sterling. He lived three and thirty 
vears,reign'd two and ewenty and three months.

he was buſy in preparing his accompt, all his 
Temporalities , upon importunicy of Fob» of 
Gaunt, were ſciſed intothe King's hands, and gi- 
ven to the Prince of Wales; and himſelf upon 
pain of the King's diſpleaſure, commandednort 
to come within twenty miles of the Court. In 
this caſe he diſmiſſeth his Train, and ſendeth 
copies abfoad of his accompt, if it might be re- 
ceived ; but was hindred by the working 
Fobn of Gaunt againſt him, upon this ground 
( as was thought. ) Q.cPhilippa, Wile to-K. Ed- 
ard the Third, upon her Death-bed, by way 
of Confeſſion, told Fickbam,that Fohn of Gaunt 
of K. Edward, but a 
ſuppoſititious Son:For when ſhe was brought to 
bed at Gawnt of a Daughter, knowing how de- 
firous the King was to have a Son, ſhe exchan- 
ged the Daughter with a Dutch Woman for a 
Boy whereof ſhe had been delivered about the 
ſame time with the Queen. Thus much ſhe 
confeſſed, and withal made the Biſhop ſwear, 
That if the ſaid Fohn of Gaunt ſhould at any 
time either dire&ly or indire&tly attempt the 
Crown , or that rightfully , through want of 
Iftue, itſhould devolve unto him, that then he 
ſhould diſcover this matter, and make it known 
' unto the King and Council. Afterward the 
Queen being dead, and the Biſhop finding Fob 
of Gaunt, as he thought, too much aſpiring, he 
__ told him this relation, and this adjura- 
tion of his ſuppoſed Mother, adviſing him not 
to ſeek higher than a private ſtate ; for elſe he 
was bound by an Oath to make ic known toall 
the World. ' Thus far the Biſhop did well ; bur 
when he {aw the Son of Fobnot Gaunt notonly 
aſpiring, but poſſeſſed of the Crown, Why did 
he not then diſcover it, and join at leaſt with 
the Biſhop of Carlin oppoſing it ? Certainly, 
. we may know, that either the whole relation 
was but a Fable , or that Wickham was a 'Tem- 
porizer, or that Foby of Gaunt was a moſt pa- 
tient man, to ſuffer the affront of ſuch an in- 
dignity, with leſs than the death of him that 
didie. But howſoever it was, it is certain, the 
Duke bore a mortal e tothe Biſhop : Who 
"had no way to with i; ſuch an"Enemy, but 
by making Alice Pierce his friend , by whoſe 
means, after two years; he was reſtored to all 
his Livings ; and afterward K. Edward being 
dead, and Alice Pierce baniſhed , by the means 


_ 


of a greater friend than Alice Pierce ( his full 
purſe ) he obtained-in the ſecond year of K.Ri- 
chard, a_general Pardon under the preat. Seal 
of England; and from that time forward en- 
Pojed a quiet life, and died in the fourth year 
of this K. Henry the Fourth, being then of the 
age of above Eighty years, and Hech buried in 
the Church of St, Swithins in Winchefter , in a 
Monument of his own making in his life-time ; 
leaving for his Heir Thomas Perret , the Son of 
his Siſter Agnes, married to Will:am Perrot. 
Anather great example of the volubilicy of 
Fortune in Profeſſors of Learning , was Roger 
Walden , who died in the ninth year of this 
King : He was at-firſt'a poor Scholar in Ox- 
ford; and the firſt ſtep of his riſing, was to be 
a Chaplain in the College there of St. Mary's; 
from thence by degrees he gqt to be Dean of 
York ; and after this,'a high ah to be Treaſu- 
rer of England ; and yet a higher afterchatup- 
on the baniſhment of Thomas 4runde! , to be 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; but beingnow at the 
top, he came down again : For in this King's 
time ,. Thomas Arundel being reſtored to the 
Archbiſhoprick, Falden was not only put out 
of that place, but was called to accompe for 
the Treaſureſhip 3 and though he ſhewed his 
Quietzs eft, yet all his Temporalities were ſei- 


of | zed, and his perſon impriſoned, till by the me- 


diation of the now Archbiſhop Arundel, he was 
made Treaſurer of Callice, and after promoted 
to be Bhop of London. | 
The next place after theſe, is juſtly due to 
Geoffry Chaucer , and Fobn Gower , two famous 
Poets in this time , and the Fathers of Engliſh 
Poets in all the times after. Chaucer died in the 
fourth year of this King, and lieth buried at 
Weſt minſter : Gower, in this King's ninth year, 
and was buried at St. Mary Overy's Church in 
Southwark. And now come others tobe remem- 
bred, who lived and died in this King's time. 
Hugh Legate born in' Hertfordſhire, a Monk of 
St. Albans , who wrote Scholies upon Boetins de 
Conſolatione. Nicholas Gorham, born alſo in Hert- 
fordſhire, .a Dominick Friar , and the French 
King's Confeſſor, tho-an Ergiifh man ; Walter 
Difſe, ſo-called of a Town in Norfolk, where 
he was born, Confeſlor to the Duke of Lanca- 
fter. Lawrence Holbeck, a Monk of Ramſey, who 
wrote an Hebrew Dictionary. © Fobn Cotton 
Archbiſhop of Armagh. Richard Scroop, brother 
to William Scroop Lord-Treafurer of England, 
made Archbiſhop of York ; and writing an in-

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ENRY of Monmouth (fo called 
from the place in Fakes where he 
was born ) eldeft Son of King 
Henry the Fourth, ſucceeded his 
Father in the Kingdom of England, to whom 
the Lords of the Realm ſwore Homage and 
Allegiance before he was yet Crowned ; an 
Honour never done before to any of his Pre- 
deceſfors: and afterwards on the ninth of .4- 
pril, in the year 1412. he was Crowned at 
Weſtminſter by Thomas Arundel, Archbiſhop of 
with all Rites and Solemnities in 


. Canterbury, 
fact. caſe accuſtomed :' And as the Scripture 


ſpeaks. of Saul, That as ſoon as Samuel had anoin- 
ted him King, be had a new heart given bim, and 
he became another man than be was before ; fo was 
it with this King . For preſently after his 
Coronation, he im all his Com- 
mes who had been fratres in malo with him, 

ily charging them not to preſume tocome. 
within ten miles of his Court, until ſuch time 
as they had given good proof of their amend- 
ment in manners; and left any of them ſhould 
pretend want of maintenance to be any cauſe 
of their taking ill courſes, he gave to every 
one of them a competent means whereby to 
ſubſiſt. .

The Ambaſſadors ſent, were the Duke of 
Exeter, the Archbiſhop of Dublin, the Lord 
Grey, the Lord High Admiral, and the Biſhop 


| of Norwich, with 'five hundred Horſe ; who 


coming to the Court of France, were at firſt 
received and feaſted. with all the- honour and 
ſhew of kindneſs that might be ; -but as ſoori 
as their Meſſage was delivered, and that it 
was known what they came about, the Copy 
of their entertainment was altered, and they 
were ſent away with as little Complement, as 
they were before received with Honour ; only 
told, That the King would ſpeedily makean- 
{wer to the King their Mafter by his own Am- 
baſfadors ; and ſpeedil

Of his Death and Burial. 


Pon K. Edward's recovering the Crown, 
he was committed to the Tower, where 
the 21 of May, in the year 1472. he was mur- 
thered by the bloody hand of Richard Duke of 
Gleceſter ; the day after he was brought to Pauls 
Churchin an open Coffin, bare-fac'd, wherehe 
bled ; thence carried to the Black-Friers, where 
he alſobled ; from thence in a Boat to Cher/ey 
Abbey, without Prieſt or Clerk, Torch or 
Taper, Saying or Singing, and there buried : 
but afterward at the appointment of King Ed- 
ward was removed to Windſor, and there inter- 
red, and a fair Monument made over him. 


Of hz Perſonage and Conditions. 
HF was tall of ſtature, ſpare and ſlender 


of body, of a comely countenance, and 
all parts well proportioned. For endowments 
of his mind, he had Vertues enough to make 
him a Saint, but not to make him a God, as 
Kings are faid*ro be Gods ; for of that com- 
manding power there being two parts, Parcere 
ſubje&is, & debellare ſuperbos, he wanted the lat- 
ter. He was not ſenſible of that which the 
world calls Hongur , accounting the greareſt 
Honour to conſiſt in Humilicy. His greateſt 
imperfection was, that he had in him too much 
of the Log, and too little of the Stork; for he 
would not move, but as he was moved, and had 
rather be devoured, than he would devour. He 
was not ſo ſtupid, not to know proſperity from 


adverſity ; but he-was ſo devout, to think no- 


thing adverſity which was not a-hinderanceto

Devotion. He was fitter for a Prieſt than a 
King, and for a Sacrifice than a Prieſt; and he 
could not chuſe but dye a Martyr, who all his 
life had been a Conelloe. He hadone immunity 
peculiar to himſelf, that no man could ever be 
revenged on him, ſeeing he never offered any 
man injury. By being innocent'as a Dove, he ' 
kept his Crown upon his head ſo long ; but if 
he had been wiſe as a Serpent, he might have 
kept it on longer. But all this is not ſufficient, 
if we expreſs not in particular his ſeveral Ver- 
tues. So modeſt, chat when at Chrifmaſs a ſhow 
of women waspreſented before him with their 
breaſts laid out; he preſently departed; ſaying, 
Fie, /fie for ſhame, forſooth you be to'blame.

But the Fame of his Majeſties tranſcendent 
Vertues had prevented this written diſcovery of 
them, and made indelible impreſſions of duty and 
affetion in the Army.

He "thanked them for their gengral Care of the 
Publick, and other particular reſpefts to him, in that 
for his Satisfaion they had made proviſion to pay off 
the Army whileſt they were Disbanding, thereby to 
prevent Free-Quarter : Adding, That though he kind- 


ly accepted their Preſent of Money, he would not im- 
ploy any of it for the ſupply of his own occaſiags, till 
he ſhould be aſſured the Publick had ro need of it. He 
likewiſe took notice of the Bill concerning the Duke 
of Somerſet, who, be ſaid, had merited 4s much of 
the King his Father, and himſelf, as a Subje& could 
do, and that he was none of thoſe who think, that 
Subjeft; by performing their Duties in any extraor- 
dinary manner, do nor oblige their Princes 10 reward 
them in an extraordinary manner : Nevertheleſs, he 
aid, it ſeemed to be of an extraordinarynature; and

add, That be hoped no man would envy this Duke, 
becauſe he had done what a good Maſter ſhould do

After which, bis Mgjeſty referr'd to the Chan- 
cellonr to. ſpeak of many other things which he 
had to recommend to them : For in this time of 
their Receſs, the Army was to be Disbanding, 
whereof many diſcourſes had been ſpread abroad 
by diſſaffefted perſons. Some. ſaid the King 
would keep them up; and others that they 
would not ſuffer themſelyes to be disbanded. 
And though he had paſſed an ACT to confirm 
Miniſters, yet farther order was to be taken in 
ceference to Church-Government; and particu- 
larly. in reſpett to tender "Conſciences: as like- 
wiſe about purchaſes and ſales of Publick Lands, 
which had without any iſſue much taken up the 
time of both: Houſes; and therefore ſince the 
Parliament "Adjourned before any thing in theſe 
Aﬀairs was effefted, it was expedient to ſatisfie 
the People with the Kings Intentions therein : 
Of which, and many other matters of great Con- 
cernment to the good and quiet of the Kingdom, 
the Chancellor in a moſt Excellent Speech ex- 
preſſed himſelf as followeth.

As the occaſion of the Prince de Ligne's coming 
over was only Gratulatory and Complemental,ſo 
his ſtay here was but ſhort ; and after his Depar- 
ture, there remained here as the King of Spain's 
Lieger or Embaſſador in Ordinary, the Baron of 
Battevill. |n the ſame manner, on the part of the 
French was the Count of Sozſſons, ſucceeded by 
Monſieur d? Eftrade,wbo had not beenlong here, 
ere an Occaſion hapned, which manifeſted, that 
the late concluded Peace between theſe two Kings 

bad nor any whit leſſened the Jealouſie of Honour 
between them and their old pretenſions in point 
of Precedence : Many troubleſome Conteſts there 
have formerly been between the Embaſladors of 
theſe two Crowns in the Courts of Forrain Prin- 
ces and States,when they have chanced to be Re- 
ſident together at the ſame place z but none more 
remarkable than that upon Tower-Hill, at the 
Landing of an Embaſlador from Swedey, on the 
30th of September : Which ſince it was ſo prepa- 
red and premeditated a Buſineſs on both ſides , 
that his Majeſty foreſeeing it would come to a 
Quarrel, and out of his accuſtomed Civility wil- 
ling to Carry hiwſelf with an equal and impar- 
tial Indifference toward them both, and ſo far 
to gratifie their Intentions, as to permit them to 
put their Retinue into ſuch a poſture as they 
ſhould think fitteſt, and moſt becoming their re- 
ſpeCtive pretences : Yet in the mean time taking 
order for ſtridt guards to be kept upon the place, 
for the preventing, as much as might be, of all, 
diſturbances ; and ſeverely prohibiting any of his 
own Subjects to intermeddle in the difference,or 
to take part with either ſide; was pleaſed to 
Command, That the formerly mention'd Mr. E- 
velyn ſhould, after diligent Enquiry made con- 
cerning the Carriage and Succeſs of that whole 
Aﬀair, render him a particular Accompt thereof 
by drawing up a full Narrative of every Cir- 
cumſtance of that Rencounter : Which being a 
matter of ſo rare a kind, and great Importance, 
We have here thought meet to inſert from that 
Gentlemans more ſedulous and ample ColleCtion, 
as it was by him preſented to his Xajefty in this 
following relation : | 
Upon Monday laſt, being the 30th of Sep-

afcer this (in company with his Majeſties: Coach 
Royal) appeared that of the French Ambaſſadors, 
wherein were Le Marqueſs de Strade, Son to the 
French Ambaſlador,with ſeveral more of his Gen= 
tlemen,and as might be compured,near an Hun- 
dred and fifty in Train, whereof above Fourty 
were Horſemen well appointed with Piſtols, and 
(ſome of them) with Carabines, Muſquetoons or 
Fuzies : In this poſture and EquiPage ſtood they 
expeCting upon the Wharf,and as near as might 
be, approaching to his Majeſties Coach, which 
was oppoſite to the Stairs. Aboart three in the 
Afternoon, the Swediſh Ambaſlador being Land- 
ed,and received into his Majeſties Coach, (which 
moved leiſurely before the reſt,and was followed 
by that of the Swedes) The French Ambaſſadors 
Coach endeavoured to go the next, driving as 
cloſe as- poſlibly they could, and advancing their 
party with their Swords drawngto force the Spa- 
niards from the Guard of their own Coach,which 
were alſo putting in for Precedency next the 
King. His Majeſties Coach now paſt, 'the Spani- 
ards (who held as yet their Rapiers undrawn in 
their hands) ſtepping nimbly on either ſide of 
the hind-moſt Wheels of their Maſters Coach, 
drew their Weapons, and ſhouted, which cauſed 
the French Coach-horſes to make a Pauſe : But; 
when they obſerve&the advantage,which by this 
the Spaniſh Ambaſladors Coach had gained,being 
now in file after the Swedes, they came up very 
near to the Spariards,and at once, pouring in their 
ſhot upon them, together with their Foot ( then 
got - before their Coach) fell to it with their 
Swords ; both which the Spaniards received , 
without removing one jot from their Stations. 
During this Demeſle (in which the French re- 
ceived ſome repulſe , and were put to.a ſecond 
ſtand) a bold and dextrous Fellow, and (as moſt 
affirm) with a particular Inſtrument, as well as 
addreſs, ſtooping under the bellies of the French 
Ambaſſadors Coach-Horſes, cut the Ham-ſtrings 
of two of them, and wounded a third; which 
immediately falling, the Coach for the preſent 
was diſabled from advancing farther, the Coach- 
man forced out of his Box,. and the Poſtilion 
mortally wounded, who falling into the arms of 
an Enghſh Gentleman that ſtepped in to his ſuc- 
cour , was by a Spaniard pierced through his 
Thigh. This diſorder (wherein ſeveral were 
wounded, and ſome ſlain) cauſed thoſe in the 
French to alight, and ſo enraged their Party, 
that it occaſioned a ſecond brisk Aſſault both of 
Horſe and Foot; which being received with ex- 
traordinary Gallantry, many of their Horſe re- 
treated, and wheePd off to St. Xatherines. 
It was in this Skirmiſh that ſome Brick-bats 
were thrown from the edg of the Wharf,which 
(by a miſtake ) are ſaid to have been provided by 
the Spaniſh Ambaſladors Order the day before. 
But that they were not caſt- by any of the En- 
gliſh, is atteſted by the general conſent of all the 
SpeCtators. | 
In this Interim then (which was near half an 
hour) the Spaniſh Coach went forward after bis 
Majeſties, with about Twenty® of its Retinue 
following , who ſtill kept their Countenances

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The madneſs of theſe Men extended fo far, as 
to believe they and the reſt of their Judgment 
were called by GOD. ro Reform the World, and 
make all the Earthly Powers (which they called 
Babylon.) ſubſervient tothe Kingdom of King 
Feſas; and in order thereunto, never to ſheath 
their Sword till the Carnal Powers of the World 
became a hiſſing and a Curſe : And by a miſguid- 
ed: Zeal, they were ſo confident in their underia- 
king, that they were taught and believ'd one 
ſhould ſubdue a Thouſand, making account when 
they had led captive Captivity in Exglard,to go 
into France,Spain,Germany,and other parts of the 
World, there to proſecute their holy delign. 

The place where they conſulted and continued 
their Conſpiracy , was the Meeting-place tor 
their Devotion, and thither they had art ſeveral 
times conveyed Arms. On Sunday the Sixth of 
January, which was the day before their Excur- 


- fion, (his Majeſty at that time being godtie to ac- 


company his Royal Mother the Queen-Dowager 
of Great-Britain, ' and his Siſter the Princeſs 
Henrietta Maria, part of their Jourhiey toward 
France, ) they were very late at their Aſlembly, 
which made one Afartin, the. Landlord of the 
Houſe, but not of their Party, fomewhat inqui- 
ſitive after their doings; and as he was going 
into the Chamber to them, he met Fenner, who 
ſeeing him troubled, told him, He--perceiv'd be 
thought their ſtay too long,and that in half 4n hours 
ſpace,after they had ſought God in their Prayers,they 
would diſperſe ; Martin's jealouſic of their actions, 
made him conſulc with a Friend about their un- 
uſual manner of Aſſemblitg, and he was adviſed 
to Liſten at their Door, or peep through ſome 
Chink to hear or ſee what they were about , 
which he did, and found them Armipg them- 
ſelves with Back, Breaſt and Head-Piece; and 
thereupon he immediately gave Notice thereof 
to ſome of the next Officers : Bat within half an 
hour of this, they came down, and being met-by 
the Miſtreſs of the Houſe great with Child, who 
in amazement would haye ſhut the Door upon 
them, they offer'd ro ſhoot her with a Muſquet ; 
upon which in great terror ſhe left them. The 
Rebels firſt march'd to St. Thomas Apoſtles,to call 
ſome of their party, and from thence to Ziſhop/- 
Gate, and after toWhire-Croſs-Srreet. Sir Richard 
Brown the Lord Major, having notice of their 
being abroad, got together ſome Files of the 
Trained Bands, but not ſ1fficiett, as was ſuppo- 
ſed, to make any impreſion upon them, they be- 
ing imagin'd more numerous than they were, by 
which means they had opportunity to eſcape to 
S.Fobns Wood,and from thence to Cane-Wood, be- 
twixt High-Gate and Hampſtead. 

By this time the Alarutn being come to White- 
Hall,and the General's Regiment drawn up, the 
Duke of York and he, with the Earl of Oxford, 
and ſome others, atid fone of the Guards, 
march'd into London, whiere they were informed 
all the Rebels were diſperſed, except a party of 
them that were ſeen to go towards Cane-wood, 
whither Sir Thomas Sandys was ſent with ſoine 
of the Guards, and a Cottipany of Foot: But 
by the darkneſs of the Night they got away, and 
on Wedneſday morning came again into Londen, 
and divided themſelyes irifo two Parties , one 
whereof about 5 and & in the morning appear'd 


Little-Eaſtcheap,where they fought obſtinately:e- 
nough, but were diſperſed by the Train'd-Bands. 
Venner and another Party came to my- Lord 
Major's Houſe, thinking to have taken him Pri- 
ſoner ; but miſling him, they march'd into Wood- 
ſtreet, where they were met by Colonel Corber, 
and about twenty Horſe. Corber and nine of his 
party charged through the Rebels, and broke 


them, whereby the Train'd Band Foot that ſe- 
conded them , had little more to do, than to 
purſue them. They fought with courage to ad- 
miration : and if they had net been hindred, by 
the care of the Lord Major from increaſing their 
numbers,a Thouſand men fo refoly'd,might have 
cauſed ſuch a diſturbance in the City, as might 
have had an influence much further. Yenner him- 
ſelf was very much wounded before he was ta- 
ken,and abour five or fix kill'd that refaſed. quar- 
ter,of which ſome of them were ſo obſcare,that 
their Names were not known. And about eight 
or ten days after, Yemmer,with about ſixteen or ſe- 
ventcen of the moſt notorious, were arraigned 
at Fuſt ice- Hall in the Old Baily, found guilcy,and 
executed in ſeveral parts of Londor. 

Thus ended this deſperate Enterpriſe of a for- 
midable Army of threeſcore men, who were in- 
ſenſated to that heighth of Enthuſiaſtick Valour, 
that they thought themſelves ſtrong enough to 
encounter the whole Arazed force of one of the 
Greateſt and moſt Populous Cities in the World ; 
the Princes Guards, the General's Troops, the 
City Train'd-Bands , were all ſwallow'd up in 
Conceit,by theſe Men of Mickle Might, and Lit- 
tle Wit ; and I have heard ſay, they were fo In- 
fatuated with their golden Dreams, and ſo Cock- 
ſure of ſucceſs, that they had promis'd to them- 
ſelves the Partage of the whole Empire of the 
World among them ; Thirty being deſign'd for 
the ſubduing of the Eaftern Parts : and Thirty of 
the Weſtern : But we have ſeen what diſaſter they 
met with by the Way. 

With che Suppreſling of this Infurreftion,and 
the bringing the Authors thereof to exemplary 
puniſhment, together with the deceaſe of Sit 
Artbar Hazlerig in the Tower,whd is thought to 
have died with very Anguiſh of Mind, to lee all 
his great deſigns in an inſtant brought to nothing, 
and himſelf at the Mercy of a Power o're which 
he had fo long Triumph'd ; We ſhall conclude 
this Year, as with the Solemn Coronation of his 
Majeſty ; our preſent Hiſtory not thinking it e- 
nough to have ſeen him reſtor'd to his Throne 
and rightful Inheritance,without ſeeing him alſo 
inveſted with thoſe Enſigns, and Formalities of 
Regal Dignity,by which all his Predeceſſors were 
confirm'd and eftabliſh'd Kings of England.

League and Covenant, to endeavour any, 
Change or Alteration of Government in Church 
or State, and that the ſarne was in it'(clf an un- 
lawful Oath; Bur rather"than do this, many 
of the Presbyterian and Clegpy, chole 
to depart from the Livings which they then pol- 


ſels'd, and wert afterwards called Noniconfoimiſts, 
and fome of then continued to Preach in Con- 
venticles. | Beſides theſe, many. other Public 
Aits were paſt at the ſame time, in all 33: 
The Regicides, of ſuch who were more i- 
mediately concerned in the Impious Murder of 
King Charles I, having been already Tryed, 
Condemned, and ſome of them jultly Exe- 
cuted (tho the Lives of others were through 
his preſent Majeſties extraordinary Mercy re-

Nothing could more aftoniſh the World 
than this unexpeQted Declaration of War 
againſt Holland ; firft, by Matter of FaRt, in 
falling upon their Smirnas Fleet ; and in conſe- 
quence of tha”, by a formal Declaration (con- 
trary to an Article of- the late Peace between 
the Durch and Us, wherein fix Months natice 
was to be given, in cafe of a furure War) in 
which we gave Reaſons for our Quarrel, while 
France contented themſelves ro give no other 
for their-part of ir, than only the Glory of 
that King. The Durch could never be pofleft 
with a Belief that we were in Earneft, till the 
Blow was given, but thought our Unkindnefs 
and Expoſtul:nzons of late would end at aft 
either in Demands of Money, or the Prince of 
Orange's Refticution "ro the Authority of bis 
Anceftors. Nor could the neighbouring Prin- 
ces imagine, thar after having fav'd Fianders 
out of the Hands of France, we ſhould ſuffer 
Holland to fall into che like danger : Yea, 
France it ſelf could ſcarce believe it till the 
Blow was ſtruck in the attack of the Smirna- 


Fleet ; which Surprize (the Dutch having made 


no Provifion for their Defence) made way for 
prodigious enſujng Succeffes. 


Io the Beginning of May 1672, the Engliſh

Fleet, commanded by the Duke of York in Per THY 


ſon, join'd, the French, commanded by the 
Coum  Eftr&e. Onthe 28th of My, the two 
Fleets thus Join'd, and under the Command of 
his Royal Highneſs, encounter'd that of the 
Dutch off of Southwold Bay, with whom they 
had a ſharp Difpure for eight hours, 'but at laft 
the Dutch gave way, and ſtood off to their 
own Coaſt, with great L:ofs buth of Ships and 
Men. In this Victory our greateſt Lois was 
the Lite of the” Noble Earl of Sandwich, that 
Renowned Commander, whole Ship was fir'd, 
and he leaping overboard, was drown'd ; his 
Body was afterwards found, and honourably 
buried in Henry the Seventh's Chapel, 

But on the Continent the French were fo ſuc- 
ceſsful, that they carried their Arms into the 
| very Bowels of their Enemy's Country, and 
made themſelves Maſters af Arabeim, Zutphen, 
Derenter, Utrecht, and ſcveral other places of 
importance ; being advanc'd on the” 28th of 
Fune within four leagues .of . Rotterdam, and 
abour the ſame diſtance from Amfterdem, This 
put the 'Hollanders into ſuch x terrible Confuſion, 
that in ſome places they cut their Dykes, and 
laid the Country under Water, as the beſt De- 
fence to their principal Cites. The n 
People were every where in _mutiny, exclaim- 
ing againſt their Magiſtrates, and laying to 
their charge all their Misfortune. In Dore 
they brake igto the Council-houſe, where their 
Burgermaſters were afſembl'd, and fore'd them 
to pur the Town under the ConduQt of the 
Prince of Oraxge, and (wear Fidelity ro him, 
as their Governor and Sradtholder : "The like 
in ſome other places.

But the Popular Commotions and Outrages 
ended not thus in Holland ; for, beſides the 
plundering and wounding of ſeveral of their 
Magiſtrates, the Burghers and Common People 
at the Hague, on the 2oth of Auguſt follow: 
ing, ſeiz'd on the Heer Fohn de Wit, late Pen- 
ſionary of Holland, and his Brother - Cornelius 
de Vit, Ruward van Putten (who had been con- 
cern'd in promoting the fore mentiqn'd Perpe- 
tual Edi) and not only murder'd them, with 
the greateſt Fury and Indignation, but drew 
" their dead Bodies up and down the Streets, 
hung up their naked mangled Carcafles by the 
Heels on a Gallows, and afterwards fold pieces 
of their Fleſh abour the Town for ten, twelve, 
fifteen Stivers, or more.

The ſecond was 
for ſerling Trade in the Iukes, &e, The third 
relates to the Colony of Surinem, By the 
fourth, both ſides arc to reſtore all places ca-- 
ken from. each other during this War. And 
by the fifth the States oblige themſelves to pay 
our King 800000 Patacoons. | 

That which facilitated and haſten'd the 
Conſummation of this Peace, was; that the 
Prince of Orenge, with an Army of Forty thou- 
ſand Men, 'had put a ſudden ſtop to the full 
Career of the French Conqueſts in thoſe parts, ha- 
ving taken Narden, three leagues from Amfter- 
dem, in ſpight of all oppoſition from either the 
French or the Seaſon ; and leaving his Poſts 
therg well guarded, he march'd to the reſt of 
his Army, belieg'd Bw, and took it, which 
open'd a paſſage for the German Forces over the 
Rhine, and fo into Flanders; w the 
French immediately abandon'd all their Con- 
queſts upon Holland in lefs time thin they tnade 
them, and began now to wiſh the War well 
ended, and were very glad to accept his Ma- 
jeſty*s Mediation. .

9th year-of his Reign, to grant tothe 
ſaid Reſpetive Goldſmiths, their Heirs and 
Aﬀigns (and to ſuch of "their Creditors, as 
ſhall-rake Aſſignments) an Amma! Sum or Pay- 
ment'out of the Exchequer, anfwerable- in va- 
lue yearly to the- Intereſt of their reſpeQive 
Debts, at the Rate of 6/, per Cent per Ann. 
And Charged it on the hereditary Partof the 
Exciſe. This gave great Satisfaction, and had 
done moreyif the Payments had been; continu- 
ed,' as the King intended. ;

Council, being Aſſembled in London , they

were "about to convict the other 4 of 
High Treaſon ; That they had Impeacht 
the Chief Juſtice Scroggs, and were about 
to Impeach other Judges, and all this in 
order 'to the preſervation of bis Majeſties 
Life, the Proteſtant Religion, and Government, 
That they were much ſurprized to ſee the 
Parliament Prorogued in the height of their 
buſineſs ; That their only hopes were that 
this was done only in order to bring ſuch 
Aﬀairs about again as were neceſſary to 
the Settling the Nation : They therefore 
pray d thaz his Majeſty would bg pleas'd to 
let the Parliament it at the day appointed,

and in many, ſuch-Papers of Addreſs preſented 
to them, in their reſpetive Countries, as had 
been done by the Commonalty of London to 
their Members. Alſo ( contrary to the old 
Cuſtoms of the Members treating the Country 
where they ſtood ) now the Country in moſt 
places treated them, or at leaſt every man bore 
his own Charges. 

About a Week before the Seſſion, the King
